AN  ACT 

To  replace  the  existing  AEDC  program  with  a  new  Family 
Support  Program  which  emphasizes  work,  child  support, 
and  need-based  family  support  supplements,  to  amend  title 
I V  of  the  Social  Security  Act  to  encourage  and  assist  needy 
children  and  parents  under  the  new  program  to  obtain  the 
education,  training,  and  employment  needed  to  avoid  long- 
term  welfare  dependence,  and  to  make  other  necessary 
improvements  to  assure  that  the  new  program  will  be  more 
effective  in  achieving  its  objectives.

2  The  program  under  part  A  of  title  IV  of  the  Social  Se- 

3  curity  Act,  heretofore  known  as  the  program  of  aid  to  fami- 

4  lies  with  dependent  children,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the 

5  Family  Support  Program.  The  aid  payable  to  needy  families 

6  with  dependent  children  in  accordance  with  State  plans  ap- 

7  proved  under  section  402  of  such  Act  shall  hereafter  be 

8  called  family  support  supplements,  or  aid  in  the  form  of 

9  family  support  supplements,  as  more  specifically  provided  in 

10  the  amendments  made  by  this  Act;  and  all  references  to 

11  "aid"  under  such  plans  shall  hereafter  (to  the  extent  that 

12  they  relate  to  periods  on  or  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of 

13  this  Act)  be  deemed  to  be  references  to  such  aid  in  the  form 

14  of  family  support  supplements.

24  Support  Program  under  this  part,  each  State  shall  establish 

25  and  operate  an  education,  training,  and  work  program  which 

26  has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  (in  consultation  with  the 
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1  Secretary  of  Labor)  as  meeting  all  of  the  requirements  of  this 

2  section  (and  of  part  C),  and  shall  make  the  program  available 

3  in  each  political  subdivision  of  the  State  where  it  is  feasible  to 

4  do  so  after  taking  into  account  the  number  of  prospective 

5  participants,  the  local  economy,  and  other  relevant  factors. 

6  The  Secretary's  approval  shall  be  based  on  a  plan  setting 

7  forth  and  describing  the  program  in  such  detail  as  will  enable 

8  the  Secretary  to  determine  whether  all  of  the  requirements  of 

9  this  section  are  met,  and  estimating  the  number  of  persons  to 

10  be  served,  which  shall  be  submitted  by  the  State  on  or  before 

11  the  effective  date  of  this  section  and  which,  if  the  State  has 

12  determined  that  the  program  is  not  to  be  available  in  all  of  its 

13  political  subdivisions,  shall  include  appropriate  justification 

14  for  that  determination. 

15  "(2)  Each  State  education,  training,  and  work  program 

16  under  this  section  shall  include  private  sector  and  local  gov- 

17  ernment  involvement  through  administrative  entities  under 

18  section  4(2)  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  in  planning 

19  and  program  design  to  assure  that  participants  are  trained  for 

20  jobs  that  will  actually  be  available  in  the  community. 

21  "(3)  The  State  agency  which  administers  or  supervises 

22  the  administration  of  the  State's  plan  approved  under  section 

23  402  shall  be  responsible  for  the  operation  and  administration 

24  of  the  State's  education,  training,  and  work  program  under 

25  this  section. 
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1  "(4)  Federal  funds  made  available  to  a  State  for  pur- 

2  poses  of  the  program  under  this  section  shall  be  used  to  aug- 

3  ment  and  expand  existing  services  and  activities  which  pro- 

4  mote  the  purpose  of  this  section,  and  shall  not  in  whole  or  in 

5  part  replace  or  supplant  any  State  or  local  funds  already 

6  being  expended  for  that  purpose. 

7  "(c)  Paeticipation. — (1)  Each  adult  recipient  of 

8  family  support  supplements  in  the  State  who  is  not  exempt 

9  under  paragraph  (4)  shall  be  required  to  participate  in  the 

10  program  under  this  section  to  the  extent  that  the  program  is 

11  available  in  the  political  subdivision  where  he  or  she  resides 

12  and  State  resources  otherwise  permit.  The  State  agency  shall 

13  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  each 

14  recipient  of  such  supplements  (including  each  such  recipient 

15  who  is  exempt  under  paragraph  (4))  is  notified  and  fully  in- 

16  formed  concerning  the  education,  training,  and  work  opportu- 

17  nities  offered  under  the  program. 

18  "(2)  The  State  may  require  participation  in  the  program 

19  under  this  section  by  recipients  who  are  not  exempt  under 

20  paragraph  (4)  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  'mandatory  partici- 

21  pants'),  and  shall  also  extend  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 

22  the  program  to  recipients  who  are  exempt  under  paragraph 

23  (4)  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  Voluntary  participants').  The 

24  State  shall  actively  encourage  voluntary  participants  to  par- 
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1  ticipate  in  the  program,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  furnish  to 

2  the  Secretary  appropriate  assurances  that  it  is  doing  so. 

3  "(3)  With  the  objective  of  making  the  most  effective 

4  possible  use  of  the  State's  resources  and  identifying  the  fami- 

5  lies  which  most  urgently  need  the  services  and  activities  pro- 

6  vided  under  the  program  under  this  section,  the  program 

7  shall  establish  (and  the  plan  submitted  under  subsection  (b)(1) 

8  shall  designate)  specific  target  populations  including — 

9  "(A)  families  with  a  teenage  parent,  and  families 

10  with  a  parent  who  was  under  18  years  of  age  when 

11  the  first  child  was  born; 

12  "(B)  families  that  have  been  receiving  aid  to  fami- 

13  lies  with  dependent  children  or  family  support  supple- 

14  ments  continuously  for  two  or  more  years; 

15  "(C)  families  with  a  parent  who  lacks  a  high 

16  school  diploma  or  its  equivalent;  and 

17  "(D)  families  in  which  the  youngest  child  is  within 

18  two  years  of  being  ineligible  for  family  support  supple- 

19  ments  because  of  his  or  her  age. 

20  For  purposes  of  subparagraph  (B),  a  family  that  has  received 

21  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children  or  family  support  sup- 

22  plements  for  at  least  20  months  out  of  any  period  of  24  con- 

23  secutive  months  shall  be  treated  as  having  received  such  aid 

24  or  supplements  continuously  during  that  period. 
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1  "(4)  The  following  are  exempt  from  participation  in  the 

2  program  under  this  section: 

3  "(A)  an  individual  who  is  ill,  incapacitated,  or  60 

4  years  of  age  or  over; 

5  "(B)  an  individual  who  is  needed  in  the  home  be- 

6  cause  of  the  illness  or  incapacity  of  another  family 

7  member; 

8  "(C)  the  parent  or  other  caretaker  relative  of  a 

9  child  under  3  years  of  age  (subject  to  the  last  sentence 

10  of  this  paragraph),  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (6); 

11  "(D)  an  individual  who  is  working  20  or  more 

12  hours  a  week; 

13  "(E)  a  child  who  is  under  the  age  of  16  or  attend- 

14  ing,  full  time,  an  elementary,  secondary,  or  vocational 

15  (or  technical)  school,  except  in  the  case  of  a  minor 

16  parent  with  respect  to  whom  the  State  has  exercised 

17  its  option  under  section  417(c); 

18  "(F)  a  woman  who  is  pregnant;  and 

19  "(G)  an  individual  who  resides  in  an  area  of  the 

20  State  where  the  program  is  not  available. 

21  In  the  case  of  a  two-parent  family  to  which  section  407  ap- 

22  plies,  the  exemption  under  subparagraph  (C)  shall  apply  only 

23  to  one  parent  or  other  caretaker  relative;  but  the  State  may 

24  at  its  option  make  such  exemption  inapplicable  in  any  such 

25  case  to  both  of  the  parents  or  relatives  involved  (and  require 
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1  their  participation  in  the  program,  at  least  one  of  them  on  a 

2  full-time  basis)  if  appropriate  child  care  is  guaranteed  in  ac- 

3  cordance  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  such  subpara- 

4  graph. 

5  "(5)  If  the  parent  or  other  caretaker  relative  or  any  de- 

6  pendent  child  in  the  family  is  attending  (in  good  standing)  a 

7  school,  an  accredited  postsecondary  institution  (as  defined  in 

8  section  4(18)  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act),  or  a 

9  course  of  vocational  or  technical  training  (not  less  than  half 

10  time)  consistent  with  the  individual's  employment  goals,  at 

11  the  time  he  or  she  would  otherwise  commence  participation 

12  (as  a  mandatory  participant  or  a  voluntary  participant)  in  the 

13  program  under  this  section,  such  attendance  shall  constitute 

14  satisfactory  participation  in  the  educational  or  training  com- 

15  ponent  of  the  program  (by  that  caretaker  or  child)  so  long  as 

16  it  continues;  and  the  family  support  plan  (entered  into  under 

17  subsection  (f))  shall  so  indicate.  Any  other  activities  in  which 

18  the  individual  participates  may  not  be  permitted  to  interfere 

19  with  such  school  or  training.  The  costs  of  such  school  or 

20  training  shall  not  constitute  federally  reimbursable  expenses 

21  for  purposes  of  section  403  (but  this  sentence  shall  not  pre- 

22  vent  the  State  from  providing  or  making  reimbursement  for 

23  the  cost  of  day  care,  transportation,  and  other  services  which 

24  are  necessary  for  such  attendance  in  accordance  with  section 

25  402(g)(1)  and  are  included  in  the  family  support  plan). 
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1  "(6)  With  respect  to  the  application  and  administration 

2  of  paragraph  (4)(C) — 

3  "(A)  the  State  may  not  require  participation  in 

4  the  program  by  a  parent  or  other  caretaker  relative  of 

5  a  child  who  has  attained  3  years  of  age  but  not  6  years 

6  of  age  unless  day  care  is  guaranteed  to  such  relative 

7  and  his  or  her  participation  is  on  a  part-time  basis; 

8  "(B)  the  State  shall  permit  and  encourage  partici- 

9  pation  in  the  program  (and  waive  the  exemption  pro- 

10  vided  by  such  paragraph)  in  the  case  of  parents  and 

11  other  caretaker  relatives  of  children  who  have  not  at- 

12  tained  3  years  of  age,  where  day  care  is  guaranteed  to 

13  the  relative  involved  and  his  or  her  participation  is  on 

14  a  part-time  basis;  and 

15  "(C)  the  Secretary  may  permit  the  State  at  its 

16  option  to  require  participation  in  the  program  (and 

17  waive  the  exemption  provided  by  such  paragraph)  in 

18  the  case  of  parents  and  other  caretaker  relatives  whose 

19  youngest  child  has  attained  1  year  of  age  but  not  3 

20  years  of  age  if  (i)  the  State  demonstrates  to  the  satis- 

21  faction  of  the  Secretary  that  appropriate  infant  care  for 

22  each  such  child  who  has  not  attained  3  years  of  age 

23  can  be  guaranteed  within  the  applicable  dollar  limita- 

24  tions  set  forth  in  section  402(g)(1),  and  (ii)  such  rela- 

25  tive's  participation  will  be  on  a  part-time  basis  and  will 
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1  emphasize,  as  a  first  priority,  education  and  training 

2  including  parenting  and  nutrition  education  (especially 

3  in  the  case  of  first- time  parents). 

4  For  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  participation  is  on  a  part- 

5  time  basis  only  if  it  is  for  no  more  than  20  hours  per  week. 

6  "(d)  Peioeities. — (1)  To  the  extent  that  the  resources 

7  available  to  a  State  are  not  adequate  to  accommodate  the 

8  provision  of  services  to  all  mandatory  participants  and  volun- 

9  tary  participants,  the  selection  of  the  families  to  whom  serv- 

10  ices  are  to  be  provided  under  the  program  under  this  section 

11  shall  be  made  (subject  to  paragraphs  (2),  (3),  and  (4)  of  this 

12  subsection)  in  accordance  with  the  following  priorities: 

13  "(A)  First  priority  shall  be  given  to  voluntary  par- 

14  ticipants  who  are  members  of  families  which  meet  the 

15  requirements  of  two  or  more  of  the  four  subparagraphs 

16  in  subsection  (c)(3). 

17  "(B)  Second  priority  shall  be  given  to  mandatory 

18  participants  who  are  members  of  families  which  meet 

19  the  requirements  of  two  or  more  of  the  four  subpara- 

20  graphs  in  subsection  (c)(3). 

21  "(C)  Third  priority  shall  be  given  to  voluntary 

22  participants  not  described  in  subparagraph  (A). 

23  "(D)  Fourth  priority  shall  be  given  to  all  other 

24  mandatory  participants. 
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1  "(2)  Among  the  mandatory  participants  described  in 

2  subparagraph  (B)  or  (D)  of  paragraph  (1),  first  consideration 

3  shall  be  given  to  those  who  actively  seek  to  participate  in  the 

4  program. 

5  "(3)  In  the  case  of  a  State  which  provides  satisfactory 

6  assurances  that  it  will  make  available  the  resources  to  serve 

7  all  mandatory  participants  and  voluntary  participants  within 

8  a  3-year  period  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section,  para- 

9  graph  (1)  shall  not  apply  until  the  expiration  of  such  3-year 

10  period. 

11  "(4)  If  a  voluntary  participant  drops  out  of  the  program 

12  under  this  section  after  having  commenced  participation  in 

13  such  program,  he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be  given  no  priority 

14  under  paragraph  (1)  so  long  as  other  mandatory  or  voluntary 

15  participants  are  actively  seeking  to  participate. 

16  "(e)  Oeientation. — (1)(A)  The  State  agency  shall  pro- 

17  vide  each  applicant  for  family  support  supplements  with  ori- 

18  entation  to  the  program  under  this  section,  including  full  in- 

19  formation  (verbally  and  in  writing)  about  the  opportunities 

20  offered  by  the  program,  the  obligations  of  the  State  agency, 

21  and  the  rights,  responsibilities,  and  obligations  of  participants 

22  in  the  program.  The  orientation  shall  include  descriptions  of 

23  all  supportive  services  including  day  care  services  and  avail- 

24  able  health  coverage  transition  options;  and  the  applicant 

25  shall  be  explicitly  informed  that  day  care  must  be  provided,  in 
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1  accordance  with  section  402(g),  to  any  parent  who  needs  it, 

2  and  that  child  care  must  be  appropriate  for  the  age  and  indi- 

3  vidual  needs  of  the  child  or  children  involved.  Such  orienta- 

4  tion  shall  also  be  available  at  any  time  to  recipients  of  family 

5  support  supplements  who  did  not  receive  orientation  under 

6  this  subsection  at  the  time  of  their  initial  application  for  such 

7  supplements  or  who  need  additional  information  about  the 

8  program. 

9  "(B)  As  part  of  such  orientation,  an  agency  representa- 

10  tive  knowledgeable  about  child  care,  or  the  local  resource 

11  and  referral  agency  where  available,  shall  also  (i)  provide  in- 

12  formation  on  the  types  and  locations  of  child  care  services 

13  within  the  geographical  area  reasonably  accessible  to  partici- 

14  pants,  (ii)  inform  participants  that  assistance  is  available  to 

15  help  them  select  appropriate  child  care  services,  and  (iii)  upon 

16  request,  provide  assistance  to  recipients  who  will  be  partici- 

17  pating  in  the  program  to  obtain  such  child  care  services. 

18  "(2)  During  the  orientation  described  in  paragraph  (1), 

19  each  applicant  for  or  recipient  of  family  support  supplements 

20  shall  be  informed  of  the  exemptions  provided  under  subsec- 

21  tion  (c)(4),  and  of  the  consequences  of  a  refusal  to  participate 

22  in  the  program  if  not  so  exempt.  Whether  or  not  such  appli- 

23  cant  or  recipient  is  so  exempt,  he  or  she  shall  be  informed  of 

24  the  opportunity  to  receive  first  consideration  for  services  by 

25  actively  seeking  to  participate  in  the  program  and  shall  be 
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1  given  appropriate  opportunities  to  indicate  his  or  her  desire 

2  to  participate  at  the  end  of  the  orientation  session.  Each  such 

3  applicant  or  recipient  shall  also  be  notified  in  writing,  within 

4  a  month  after  the  orientation,  of  the  opportunity  to  indicate 

5  his  or  her  desire  to  participate  in  the  program,  including  a 

6  clear  description  of  how  to  enter  the  program. 

7  "(f)  Assessment  and  Family  Suppoet  Plan. — The 

8  State  agency  shall  make  an  initial  assessment  of  the  educa- 

9  tional,  child  care,  and  other  supportive  services  needs  as  well 

10  as  the  skills,  prior  work  experience,  and  employ  ability  of 

11  each  participant  in  the  program  under  this  section,  including 

12  a  review  of  the  family  circumstances  and  of  the  needs  of  the 

13  children  as  well  as  those  of  the  adult  caretaker.  The  assess- 

14  ment  of  the  educational  needs  of  each  participant  shall  in- 

15  elude  testing  of  literacy  and  reading  skills.  On  the  basis  of 

16  such  assessment,  the  State  agency  and  the  participating 

17  members  of  the  family  (or  the  caretaker  relative  with  respect 

18  to  any  such  participant  who  is  a  minor)  shall  negotiate  a 

19  family  support  plan  for  the  family.  The  family  support  plan 

20  shall  set  forth  and  describe  all  of  the  activities  in  which  par- 

21  ticipants  in  the  family  will  take  part  under  the  program,  in- 

22  eluding  child  care  and  other  supportive  services,  and  shall,  to 

23  the  maximum  extent  possible  and  consistent  with  this  section, 

24  reflect  the  respective  preferences  of  such  participants.  Child 
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1  care  must  be  appropriate  for  the  age  and  individual  needs  of 

2  the  child  or  children  involved. 

3  "(g)  Agency-Client  Ageeement  and  Case  Man- 

4  agement. — (1)(A)  Following  the  initial  assessment  and  the 

5  development  of  the  family  support  plan  with  respect  to  any 

6  family  under  this  section,  the  State  agency  and  the  partici- 

7  pating  members  of  the  family  (or  the  caretaker  relative  in  the 

8  family  with  respect  to  participants  who  are  minors)  shall  ne- 

9  gotiate  and  enter  into  an  agency-client  agreement 
10  including — 


11  "(i)  a  commitment  by  the  participants  (or  caretak- 

12  er  relative)  to  participate  in  the  program  in  accordance 

13  with  the  family  support  plan, 

14  "(ii)  a  description  in  detail  of  the  activities  in 

15  which  the  participants  will  take  part  and  the  conditions 

16  and  duration  of  such  participation,  and 

17  "(iii)  a  description  in  detail  of  all  of  the  activities, 

18  including  child  care  and  other  supportive  services, 

19  which  the  State  will  arrange  and  the  services  which 

20  the  State  will  provide  in  the  course  of  such  par- 

21  ticipation. 

22  "(B)  Each  participant  (or  caretaker  relative)  shall  be 


23  given  such  assistance  as  may  be  required  in  reviewing  and 

24  understanding  the  family  support  plan  and  his  or  her  obliga- 

25  tions  and  those  of  the  agency  as  specified  in  the  agency-client 
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1  agreement.  Prior  to  signing  the  agency-client  agreement, 

2  each  participant  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity,  for  a  period 

3  not  to  exceed  10  days,  to  review  the  proposed  agreement,  to 

4  request  additional  information  concerning  its  terms  and  con- 

5  tents,  and  to  renegotiate  any  appropriate  provision  of  the 

6  agreement  which  he  or  she  deems  necessary.  The  agency 

7  representative  responsible  for  implementation  of  the  agree- 

8  ment  shall  also  sign  it. 

9  "(2)(A)  Each  participant  shall  be  guaranteed  an  oppor- 

10  tunity  for  a  fair  hearing  before  the  State  agency  in  the  event 

11  of  a  dispute  involving  the  contents  of  the  family  support  plan, 

12  the  contents  or  signing  of  the  agency-client  agreement  (in  the 

13  event  that  the  agency  representative  and  the  participant  are 

14  unable  to  reach  an  agreement),  the  nature  or  extent  of  his  or 

15  her  participation  in  the  program  as  specified  therein,  the 

16  availability  of  child  care  and  other  supportive  services  speci- 

17  fied  in  the  family  support  plan,  or  any  other  aspect  of  such 

18  participation  which  is  provided  for  under  this  section  (includ- 

19  ing  a  dispute  involving  the  imposition  of  sanctions  under  sub- 

20  section  (1)  and  the  participant's  right  to  conciliation  before 

21  any  such  sanction  is  imposed);  and  the  agency-client  agree- 

22  ment  shall  so  provide. 

23  "(B)  In  no  case  shall  any  agency-client  agreement  en- 

24  tered  into  pursuant  to  this  subsection  give  rise  to  a  cause  of 

25  action  against  the  Federal  Government  or  any  officer  or 
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1  agency  thereof  on  the  grounds  of  the  failure  of  any  party  to 

2  such  agreement  to  observe  its  terms. 

3  "(3)  The  State  agency  shall  assign  to  each  participating 

4  family  a  member  of  the  agency  staff  to  provide  case  manage- 

5  ment  services  to  the  family;  and  the  case  manager  so  as- 

6  signed  shall  be  responsible  for  (A)  obtaining  or  brokering,  on 

7  behalf  of  the  family,  any  other  services  which  may  be  needed 

8  to  assure  the  family's  effective  participation,  (B)  monitoring 

9  the  progress  of  the  participant,  and  (C)  periodically  reviewing 

10  and  renegotiating  the  family  support  plan  and  the  agency- 

11  client  agreement  as  appropriate.  Amounts  expended  in  pro- 

12  viding  case  management  services  under  this  paragraph  shall 

13  be  considered,  for  purposes  of  section  403(a)(3)(C),  to  be  ex- 

14  penditures  for  the  proper  and  efficient  administration  of  the 

15  State  plan. 

16  "(h)  Range  of  Sekvtces  and  Activities. — In  carry- 

17  ing  out  the  program  under  this  section,  each  State  must 

18  make  available,  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  provisions 

19  of  this  section  and  part  C,  a  broad  range  of  services  and 

20  activities  designed  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  this 

21  section. 

22  "(i)  Woek  Supplementation  Peogeams. — (1)  Any 

23  State  may  institute  a  work  supplementation  program  under 

24  which  such  State,  to  the  extent  it  considers  appropriate,  may 

25  reserve  the  sums  which  would  otherwise  be  payable  to  par- 
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1  ticipants  in  the  program  under  this  section  as  family  support 

2  supplements  under  the  State  plan  approved  under  this  part 

3  and  use  such  sums  instead  for  the  purpose  of  providing  and 

4  subsidizing  jobs  for  such  participants  (as  described  in  para- 

5  graph  (3)(C)  (i)  and  (ii)),  as  an  alternative  to  the  supplements 

6  which  would  otherwise  be  so  payable  to  them  under  such 

7  plan. 

8  "(2)(A)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law, 

9  Federal  funds  may  be  paid  to  a  State  under  this  part,  subject 

10  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  with  respect  to  expenditures 

11  incurred  in  operating  a  work  supplementation  program  under 

12  this  subsection. 

13  "(B)  Nothing  in  this  part,  or  in  any  State  plan  approved 

14  under  this  part,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  State  from 

15  operating  (on  such  terms  and  conditions  and  in  such  cases  as 

16  the  State  may  find  to  be  necessary  or  appropriate)  a  work 

17  supplementation  program  in  accordance  with  this  subsection. 

18  "(C)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  a 

19  State  may  adjust  the  levels  of  the  standards  of  need  under 

20  the  State  plan  to  the  extent  the  State  determines  such  adjust- 

21  ments  to  be  necessary  and  appropriate  for  carrying  out  a 

22  work  supplementation  program  under  this  subsection. 

23  "(D)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  a 

24  State  operating  a  work  supplementation  program  under  this 

25  subsection  may  provide  that  the  need  standards  in  effect  in 
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1  those  areas  of  the  State  in  which  such  program  is  in  oper- 

2  ation  may  be  different  from  the  need  standards  in  effect  in  the 

3  areas  in  which  such  program  is  not  in  operation,  and  such 

4  State  may  provide  that  the  need  standards  for  categories  of 

5  recipients  of  family  support  supplements  may  vary  among 

6  such  categories  to  the  extent  the  State  determines  to  be  ap- 

7  propriate  on  the  basis  of  ability  to  participate  in  the  work 

8  supplementation  program. 

9  "(E)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  a 

10  State  may  make  further  adjustments  in  the  amounts  of  the 

11  family  support  supplements  paid  under  the  plan  to  different 

12  categories  of  recipients  (as  determined  under  subparagraph 

13  (D))  in  order  to  offset  increases  in  benefits  from  needs-related 

14  programs  (other  than  the  State  plan  approved  under  this 

15  part),  to  the  extent  the  State  determines  such  adjustments  to 

16  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  further  the  purposes  of  the 

17  work  supplementation  program. 

18  "(F)  In  determining  the  amounts  to  be  reserved  and 

19  used  for  providing  and  subsidizing  jobs  under  this  subsection 

20  as  described  in  paragraph  (1),  the  State  may  use  a  sampling 

21  methodology. 

22  "(G)  Notwithstanding  section  402(a)(8)  or  any  other 

23  provision  of  law,  a  State  operating  a  work  supplementation 

24  program  under  this  subsection  may  reduce  or  eliminate  the 

25  amount  of  earned  income  to  be  disregarded  under  the  State 
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1  plan  to  the  extent  the  State  determines  such  a  reduction  or 

2  elimination  to  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  further  the 

3  purposes  of  the  work  supplementation  program. 

4  "(3)(A)  A  work  supplementation  program  operated  by  a 

5  State  under  this  subsection  shall  provide  that  any  individual 

6  who  is  an  eligible  individual  (as  determined  under  subpara- 

7  graph  (B))  shall  take  a  supplemented  job  (as  defined  in  sub- 

8  paragraph  (C))  to  the  extent  that  supplemented  jobs  are 

9  available  under  the  program.  Payments  by  the  State  to  indi- 

10  viduals  or  employers  under  the  program  shall  be  treated  as 

1 1  expenditures  incurred  by  the  State  for  family  support  supple- 

12  ments  under  the  State  plan  for  purposes  of  section  403(a)  (1) 

13  and  (2),  except  as  limited  by  paragraph  (4). 

14  "(B)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  an  eligible  individ- 

15  ual  is  an  individual  (not  exempt  under  subsection  (c)(4))  who 

16  is  in  a  category  which  the  State  determines  should  be  eligible 

17  to  participate  in  the  work  supplementation  program,  and  who 

18  would,  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  placement  in  the  job  involved, 

19  be  eligible  for  family  support  supplements  under  the  State 

20  plan  if  such  State  did  not  have  a  work  supplementation  pro- 

21  gram  in  effect. 

22  "(C)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  a  supplemented  job 

23  is— 
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1  "(i)  a  job  provided  to  an  eligible  individual  by  the 

2  State  or  local  agency  administering  the  State  plan 

3  under  this  part;  or 

4  "(ii)  a  job  provided  to  an  eligible  individual  by  any 

5  other  employer  for  which  all  or  part  of  the  wages  are 

6  paid  by  such  State  or  local  agency. 

7  A  State  may  provide  or  subsidize  any  job  under  the  program 

8  under  this  section  which  such  State  determines  to  be 

9  appropriate. 

10  "(D)  At  the  option  of  the  State,  individuals  who  hold 

11  supplemented  jobs  under  a  State's  work  supplementation  pro- 

12  gram  shall  be  exempt  from  the  retrospective  budgeting  re- 

13  quirements  imposed  pursuant  to  section  402(a)(13)(A)(ii)  (and 

14  the  amount  of  the  aid  which  is  payable  to  the  family  of  such 

15  individual  for  any  month,  or  which  would  be  so  payable  but 

16  for  the  family's  participation  in  the  work  supplementation 

17  program,  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  income  and 

18  other  relevant  circumstances  in  that  month). 

19  "(E)  Subsections  (a)  through  (f)  of  section  435  shall 

20  apply  with  respect  to  assignments  of  eligible  individuals  to 

21  supplemented  jobs  under  this  subsection. 

22  "(4)  The  amount  of  the  Federal  payment  to  a  State 

23  under  section  403(a)  for  expenditures  incurred  in  making 

24  payments  to  individuals  and  employers  under  a  work  supple- 

25  mentation  program  under  this  subsection  shall  not  exceed  an 
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1  amount  equal  to  the  amount  which  would  otherwise  be  pay- 

2  able  under  paragraph  (1)  or  (2)  of  such  section  if  the  family  of 

3  each  individual  employed  in  the  program  had  received  the 

4  maximum  amount  of  family  support  supplements  payable 

5  under  the  State  plan  to  such  a  family  with  no  income  (with- 

6  out  regard  to  adjustments  under  paragraph  (2)  of  this  subsec- 

7  tion)  for  a  period  of  months  equal  to  the  lesser  of  (A)  nine 

8  months,  or  (B)  the  number  of  months  in  which  such  individual 

9  was  employed  in  such  program.  Expenditures  so  incurred 

10  shall  be  considered  to  have  been  made  for  family  support  sup- 

11  plements  under  the  State  plan  for  purposes  of  section  403(a) 

12  (l)and(2). 

13  "(5)  Wages  paid  under  a  work  supplementation  program 

14  shall  be  considered  to  be  earned  income  for  purposes  of  any 

15  provision  of  law. 

16  "(6)  Any  State  which  chooses  to  operate  a  work  supple- 

17  mentation  program  under  this  subsection  must  provide  that 

18  any  individuals  who  participate  in  such  program,  and  any 

19  child  or  relative  of  such  individual  (or  other  individual  living 

20  in  the  same  household  as  such  individual)  who  would  be  eligi- 

21  ble  for  family  support  supplements  under  the  State  plan  ap- 

22  proved  under  this  part  if  such  State  did  not  have  a  work 

23  supplementation  program,  shall  be  considered  individuals 

24  receiving  family  support  supplements  under  the  State  plan 
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1  approved  under  this  part  for  purposes  of  eligibility  for  medical 

2  assistance  under  the  State  plan  approved  under  title  XIX. 

3  "(j)  Community  Woek  Experience  Peogeams. — 

4  (1)(A)  Any  State  which  chooses  to  do  so  may  establish  a 

5  community  work  experience  program  in  accordance  with  this 

6  subsection.  The  purpose  of  the  community  work  experience 

7  program  is  to  provide  marketable  work  experience  and  train- 

8  ing  for  individuals  who  are  not  otherwise  able  to  obtain 

9  employment  through  a  combination  of  work  experience  and 

10  training  or  educational  activities  as  part  of  a  planned 

11  sequence  set  forth  in  the  participant's  family  support  plan. 

12  Such  programs  shall  be  designed  to  move  participants  into 

13  regular  public  or  private  employment. 


14  "(B)  Such  programs  must  be  able  demonstrably — 

15  "(i)  to  provide  marketable  skills  to  participants 

16  without  previous  work  experience, 

17  "(ii)  to  upgrade  the  existing  skills  of  people  with 

18  limited  previous  work  experience,  or 

19  "(iii)  to  transform  obsolete  skills  into  marketable 

20  skills. 

21  "(2)  Community  work  experience  programs  shall  be  lim- 


22  ited  to  projects  which  serve  a  useful  public  purpose  in  fields 

23  such  as  health,  social  service,  environmental  protection  or 

24  conservation,  education,  urban  and  rural  development  and 

25  redevelopment,  welfare,  recreation,  public  facilities,  public 
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1  safety,  and  day  care.  To  the  extent  possible,  the  prior  train- 

2  ing,  experience,  and  skills  of  a  recipient  shall  be  used  in 

3  making  appropriate  work  experience  assignments.  Partici- 

4  pants  in  a  program  under  this  subsection  may  not  fill  estab- 

5  lished  unfilled  position  vacancies. 

6  "(3)  A  State  which  elects  to  establish  a  community 

7  work  experience  program  under  this  subsection  shall  operate 

8  such  program  so  that  each  participant  (as  determined  by  the 

9  State)  either — 

10  "(A)  works  and  undergoes  training  for  a  period 

11  not  exceeding  6  months,  with  the  maximum  number  of 

12  hours  that  any  such  individual  may  be  required  to  work 

13  and  undergo  training  in  any  month  being  a  number 

14  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  family  support  supplements 

15  payable  with  respect  to  the  family  of  which  such  indi- 

16  vidual  is  a  member  under  the  State  plan  approved 

17  under  this  part,  divided  by  the  applicable  wage  rate 

18  determined  under  section  435(d)(1)  (and  the  portion  of 

19  a  recipient's  benefit  for  which  the  State  is  reimbursed 

20  by  a  child  support  payment  shall  not  be  taken  into 

21  account  in  determining  the  number  of  hours  that  such 

22  individual  may  be  required  to  work);  or 

23  "(B)  performs  unpaid  work  experience  and  train- 

24  ing  (for  a  combined  total  of  not  more  than  30  hours  a 

25  week)  for  a  period  not  exceeding  3  months. 
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1  Subsections  (a)  through  (f)  of  section  435  shall  apply  with 

2  respect  to  the  assignment  of  participants  to  positions  under 

3  this  section. 


4  "(4)  No  participant  shall  be  assigned  to  a  position  under 

5  this  subsection  unless — 

6  "(A)  the  participant's  initial  assessment  identifies 

7  lack  of  recent  work  experience  as  a  barrier  to  immedi- 

8  ate  placement  in  regular  public  or  private  employment; 

9  "(B)  the  participant  is  unable  to  be  placed  in 
10  employment; 

1  i  "(C)  the  assignment  is  part  of  a  planned  sequence 

12  of  activities,  specified  in  both  the  family  support  plan 

13  and  the  agency-client  agreement,  which  is  designed  to 

14  prepare  the  participant  for  regular  public  or  private 

15  employment;  and 

16  "(D)  the  participant  has  not  been  employed  during 

1 7  the  preceding  6  months. 

18  "(5)  Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  shall  be  con- 


19  strued  as  authorizing  the  payment  of  family  support  supple- 

20  ments  under  this  part  as  compensation  for  work  performed, 

21  nor  shall  a  participant  be  entitled  to  a  salary  or  to  any  other 

22  work  or  training  expense  provided  under  any  other  provision 

23  of  law  by  reason  of  his  participation  in  a  program  under  this 

24  subsection. 
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1  "(6)  Participants  in  community  work  experience  pro- 

2  grams  under  this  subsection  may  perform  work  in  the  public 

3  interest  (which  otherwise  meets  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 

4  tion)  for  a  Federal  office  or  agency  with  its  consent,  and, 

5  notwithstanding  section  1342  of  title  31,  United  States  Code, 

6  or  any  other  provision  of  law,  such  agency  may  accept  such 

7  services,  but  such  participants  shall  not  be  considered  to  be 

8  Federal  employees  for  any  purpose. 

9  "(7)  If  at  the  conclusion  of  his  or  her  participation  in  a 

10  community  work  experience  program  the  individual  has  not 

11  become  employed,  a  reassessment  with  respect  to  such  indi- 

12  vidual  shall  be  made  and  a  new  family  support  plan  devel- 

13  oped  as  provided  in  subsection  (f).  In  no  event  shall  any  indi- 

14  vidual  who  has  completed  the  work  and  training  activities 

15  described  in  subparagraph  (A)  of  paragraph  (3),  or  the  work 

16  experience  and  training  activities  described  in  subparagraph 

17  (B)  of  such  paragraph,  be  required  to  repeat  such  activities 

18  under  either  such  clause. 

19  "(8)  The  State  shall  provide  coordination  between  a 

20  community  work  experience  program  operated  pursuant  to 

21  this  subsection,  any  program  of  job  search  under  subsection 

22  (k),  and  the  other  work-related  activities  under  the  program 

23  established  by  this  section  and  part  C  so  as  to  insure  that  job 

24  placement  will  have  priority  over  participation  in  the  commu- 

25  nity  work  experience  program. 
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1  "(9)  In  the  case  of  any  State  which  makes  expenditures 

2  in  the  form  described  in  paragraph  (1)  under  its  State  plan 

3  approved  under  section  402,  expenditures  for  the  provision  of 

4  training  under  a  program  under  this  subsection,  for  purposes 

5  of  section  403(a)(4)  (and  expenditures  for  the  proper  and  effi- 

6  cient  administration  of  the  State  plan,  for  purposes  of  section 

7  403(a)(3)),  may  not  include  the  cost  of  making  or  acquiring 

8  materials  or  equipment  in  connection  with  such  training  serv- 

9  ices  or  the  cost  of  supervision  of  work  or  training  under  such 

10  program,  and  may  include  only  such  other  costs  attributable 

11  to  such  program  as  are  permitted  by  the  Secretary. 

12  "(k)  Job  Seaech. — (1)  The  State  agency  shall  estab- 

13  lish  and  carry  out  a  program  of  job  search  for  applicants  and 

14  participants  in  the  program  under  this  section.  Job  search 

15  services  may  include  training  in  job  seeking  skills,  job  search 

16  and  job  club  activities,  job  and  career  counseling,  testing 

17  and  assessment,  labor  market  information,  and  referral  to 

18  employers. 

19  "(2)  Participants  in  the  program  under  this  section  shall 

20  be  encouraged  and  may  be  required  to  take  part  in  job  search 

21  under  this  subsection,  at  such  times,  for  such  periods,  and  in 

22  such  manner  as  the  State  agency  determines  (in  each  particu- 

23  lar  case)  will  be  most  effective  in  serving  the  special  needs 

24  and  interests  of  the  individual  involved  and  in  carrying  out 

25  the  purpose  of  this  section.  Job  search  by  an  applicant  may 
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1  be  required  or  provided  for  while  his  or  her  application  is 

2  being  processed;  and  job  search  by  a  participant  may  be  re- 

3  quired  or  provided  for  after  his  or  her  initial  assessment,  after 

4  his  or  her  education  or  training,  and  at  other  appropriate 

5  times  during  his  or  her  participation  in  the  program  under 

6  this  section,  as  may  be  set  forth  in  the  agency-client  agree- 

7  ment  entered  into  between  such  individual  and  the  State 

8  agency  under  subsection  (g)(1)  and  as  otherwise  provided  by 

9  the  State  agency.  No  requirement  imposed  by  the  State 

10  under  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  paragraph  may  be  used 

11  as  a  reason  for  any  delay  in  making  a  determination  of  an 

12  individual's  eligibility  for  family  support  supplements  or  in 

13  issuing  a  payment  to  or  on  behalf  of  any  individual  who  is 

14  otherwise  eligible  for  such  supplements. 

15  "(3)  Participation  by  an  individual  in  job  search  under 

16  this  subsection,  without  participation  in  one  or  more  other 

17  services  or  activities  offered  under  the  program  under  this 

18  section,  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  qualify  as  participation  in 

19  the  program  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  section  after  it 

20  has  continued  for  8  weeks  without  the  individual  obtaining  a 

21  job.  In  any  such  case  (after  8  weeks  of  job  search  without 

22  obtaining  a  job)  the  individual  must  engage  in  training,  edu- 

23  cation,  or  other  activities  designed  to  improve  his  or  her  pros- 

24  pects  for  employment;  and  the  family  support  plan  developed 

25  under  subsection  (f)  shall  so  provide. 
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1  "(1)  Sanctions. — (1)(A)  If  any  mandatory  participant 

2  in  the  program  under  this  section  fails  without  good  cause  to 

3  comply  with  any  requirement  imposed  with  respect  to  his  or 

4  her  participation  in  such  program — 

5  "(i)  the  needs  of  such  participant  (whether  or  not

13  region,  the  residence  of  the  participant,  the  proficiency

15  portive  service  needs  of  the  participant;  and 

16  "(C)  the  participant  will  not  be  required,  without 

17  his  or  her  consent,  to  travel  an  unreasonable  distance 

18  from  his  or  her  home  or  remain  away  from  such  home 

19  overnight. 

20  "(c)  Displacement. — No  assignment  under  the  pro- 

2 1  gram  shall  result  in — 

22  "(1)  the  displacement  of  any  currently  employed 

23  worker  or  position  (including  partial  displacement  such 

24  as  a  reduction  in  the  hours  of  nonovertime  work, 

25  wages,  or  employment  benefits),  or  result  in  the  im- 
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1  pairment  of  existing  contracts  for  services  or  collective 

2  bargaining  agreements; 

3  "(2)  the  employment  or  assignment  of  a  partici- 

4  pant  or  the  filling  of  a  position  when  (i)  any  other  indi- 

5  vidual  is  on  layoff  from  the  same  or  any  equivalent  po- 

6  sition,  or  (ii)  the  employer  has  terminated  the  employ- 

7  ment  of  any  regular  employee  or  otherwise  reduced  its 

8  workforce  with  the  intention  of  filling  the  vacancy  so 

9  created  with  a  participant  subsidized  under  the  pro- 

10  gram;  or 

11  "(3)  any  infringement  of  the  promotional  opportu- 

12  nities  of  any  currently  employed  individual; 

13  and  section  143(c)(1)  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act 

14  shall  apply. 

15  "(d)  Wage  Kates;  Woekee's  Compensation  and 

16  Toet  Claims  Peotection. — (1)  The  wage  rate  for  any  po- 

17  sition  to  which  a  participant  is  assigned  shall  not  be  less  than 

18  the  highest  of  (A)  the  minimum  wage  under  section  6(a)(1)  of 

19  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  of  1938,  (B)  the  minimum 

20  wage  under  applicable  provisions  of  the  State  or  local  mini- 

21  mum  wage  law,  or  (C)  the  rates  of  pay  for  individuals  em- 

22  ployed  in  the  same  or  similar  occupations  by  the  same 

23  employer. 

24  "(2)  Appropriate  worker's  compensation  and  tort  claims 

25  protection  shall  be  provided  to  all  participants  on  the  same

3  "(e)  Geievance  Peoceduee. — (1)  Each  State  agency

6  "(D)  provide  methods  for  measuring  the  degree  to 

7  which  States  are  placing  strong  emphasis  on  participa- 

8  tion  by  volunteers  among  the  priority  groups  described 

9  in  section  416(d); 

10  "(E)  give  appropriate  recognition  to  the  likelihood 

11  that  unemployment  and  other  factors  will  influence  the 

12  success  of  the  employment  program; 

13  "(F)  measure  the  cost  effectiveness  of  the  employ- 

14  ment  portion  of  the  program  and  the  welfare  savings 

15  that  result  from  the  program; 

16  "(G)  establish  expectations  for  placement  rates, 

17  including  the  minimum  rate  at  which  participants 

18  within  each  priority  group  (as  described  in  section 

19  416(d))  are  to  be  placed  in  jobs  or  complete  their  edu- 

20  cation  or  both;  and 

21  "(H)  take  into  account  such  other  factors  as  are 

22  deemed  important.

21  "(2)  The  proposed  performance  standards  developed  by 

22  such  advisory  committee  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropri-

5  families. 

6  (d)  Teeatment  of  Expenditures. — Amounts  ex- 

7  pended  by  a  State  or  State  agency  in  carrying  out  this  sec- 

8  tion  shall  be  treated  for  purposes  of  section  403(a)(3)(C)  of 

9  the  Social  Security  Act  as  having  been  made  for  the  proper 

10  and  efficient  administration  of  the  State  plan  approved  under 

1 1  section  402  of  that  Act. 

12  SEC.  203.  EFFECTIVE  DATE.

19  retary)  a  full-time  student  or  a  part-time  student 

20  who  is  not  a  full-time  employee  attending  a 

21  school,  college,  or  university,  or  a  course  of  voca- 

22  tional  or  technical  training  designed  to  prepare 

23  him  or  her  for  gainful  employment; 

24  "(ii)  shall  disregard  from  the  earned  income 

25  of  any  child  or  relative  applying  for  or  receiving 
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1  family  support  supplements,  or  of  any  other  indi- 

2  vidual  (living  in  the  same  home  as  such  relative 

3  and  child)  whose  needs  are  taken  into  account  in 

4  making  such  determination,  the  first  $100  of  the 

5  total  of  such  earned  income  for  such  month; 

6  "(iii)  shall  disregard  from  the  earned  income 

7  of  any  child  or  relative  receiving  family  support 

8  supplements,  or  of  any  other  individual  (living  in 

9  the  same  home  as  such  relative  and  child)  whose 
10  needs  are  taken  into  account  in  making  such  de- 
ll termination,  an  amount  equal  to  25  percent  of  the 

12  total  of  such  earned  income  not  disregarded  under 

13  any  other  clause  of  this  subparagraph; 

14  "(iv)  shall  disregard  the  first  $50  of  any  child 

15  support  payments  received  in  such  month  with  re- 

16  spect  to  the  dependent  child  or  children  in  any 

17  family  applying  for  or  receiving  family  support 

18  supplements  (including  support  payments  collected 

19  and  paid  to  the  family  under  section  457(b)); 

20  "(v)  may  disregard  the  income  of  any  de- 

21  pendent  child  or  minor  parent  applying  for  or  re- 

22  ceiving  family  support  supplements  which  is  de- 

23  rived  from  a  program  carried  out  under  the  Job 

24  Training   Partnership   Act,   but   only   in  such 

25  amounts  and  for  such  period  of  time  (not  to 
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1  exceed  6  months  with  respect  to  earned  income) 

2  as  the  Secretary  may  provide  in  regulations; 

3  "(vi)  may  disregard  all  or  any  part  of  the 

4  earned  income  of  a  dependent  child  who  is  a  full- 

5  time  student  and  who  is  applying  for  family  sup- 

6  port  supplements,  but  only  if  the  earned  income  of 

7  such  child  is  excluded  for  such  month  in  determin- 

8  ing  the  family's  total  income  under  paragraph 

9  (18);  and 

10  "(vii)  shall  disregard  any  refund  of  Federal 

11  income  taxes  made  to  a  family  receiving  family 

12  support  supplements  by  reason  of  section  32  of 

13  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (relating  to 

14  earned  income  credit)  and  any  payment  made  to 

15  such  a  family  by  an  employer  under  section  3507 

16  of  such  Code  (relating  to  advance  payment  of 

17  earned  income  credit);  and 

18  "(B)  provide  that  (with  respect  to  any  month)  the 

19  State  agency  shall  not  disregard,  under  clause  (ii)  or 

20  (iii)  of  subparagraph  (A),  any  earned  income  of  any  one 

21  of  the  persons  specified  in  subparagraph  (A)(ii)  if  such 

22  person — 

23  "(i)  terminated  his  or  her  employment  or  re- 

24  duced  his  or  her  earned  income  without  good 

25  cause  within  such  period  (of  not  less  than  30 
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1  days)  preceding  such  month  as  may  be  prescribed

9  the  offer  of  such  employer  is  determined  by  the

11  plan,  after  consulting  with  the  employer,  to  be  a 

12  bona  fide  offer  of  employment;  or 

13  "(iii)  failed  without  good  cause  to  make  a 

14  timely  report  (as  prescribed  by  the  State  plan  pur- 

15  suant  to  paragraph  (14))  to  the  State  agency  of 

16  earned  income  received  in  such  month;". 

17  (b)  Increases  in  Amounts  To  Be  Disregarded. — 

18  (1)  Section  402  of  such  Act  (as  amended  by  the  preceding 

19  provisions  of  this  Act)  is  further  amended  by  adding  at  the

19  Section  402(a)  of  the  Social  Security  Act  (as  amended 

20  by  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Act)  is  further  amended  by 

21  striking  paragraph  (37)  and  by  inserting  after  paragraph  (36) 

22  the  following  new  paragraph: 

23  "(37)  provide  that  if  any  family  becomes  ineligible 

24  to  receive  family  support  supplements  because  of  the

18  (c)  Repokt. — The  commission  shall  submit  to  the 

19  President  and  the  Congress  within  one  year  after  the  date  of 

20  the  enactment  of  this  Act  a  full  and  complete  report  on  its 

21  study  under  this  section,  including  its  recommendations  for 

22  such  legislative,  administrative,  and  other  actions  as  may  be 

23  considered  appropriate. 
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1  (d)  Authoeization  of  Funds. — There  are  authorized 

2  to  be  appropriated  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 

3  out  this  section. 

4  SEC.  802.  UNIFORM  REPORTING  REQUIREMENTS. 

5  Section  403  of  the  Social  Security  Act  is  amended  by 

6  inserting  immediately  before  subsection  (f)  the  following  new 

7  subsection: 

8  "(e)  In  order  to  assist  in  obtaining  the  information 

9  needed  to  carry  out  subsection  (b)(1)  and  otherwise  to  per-

21  stated  with  respect  to  families  who  have  earnings  and  those

23  aid  under  the  State  plan  and  those  who  are  not.". 
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1  SEC.  803.  STATE  REPORTS  ON  EXPENDITURE  AND  USE  OF

18  "(1)  the  number  of  individuals  who  received  serv- 

19  ices  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  with  funds  made  avail- 

20  able  under  this  title,  showing  separately  the  number  of 

21  children  and  the  number  of  adults  who  received  such 

22  services,  and  broken  down  in  each  case  to  reflect  the 

23  types  of  services  and  circumstances  involved; 

24  "(2)  the  amount  actually  spent  in  providing  each 

25  such  type  of  service,  showing  separately  for  each  type 
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1  of  service  the  amount  spent  per  child  recipient  and  the 

2  amount  spent  per  adult  recipient; 

3  "(3)  the  criteria  applied  in  determining  eligibility 

4  for  services  (such  as  income  eligibility  guidelines,  slid- 

5  ing  fee  scales,  the  effect  of  public  assistance  benefits, 

6  and  any  requirements  for  enrollment  in  school  or  train- 

7  ing  programs);  and 

8  "(4)  the  methods  by  which  services  were  provid- 

9  ed,  showing  separately  the  services  provided  by  public 

10  agencies  and  those  provided  by  private  agencies,  and

13  The  Secretary  shall  establish  uniform  definitions  of  services 

14  for  use  by  the  States  in  preparing  the  information  required  by 

15  this  subsection.". 

16  SEC.  804.  EVALUATION  OF  EMPLOYMENT,  TRAINING,  AND 

17  WORK  PROGRAMS  AND  RELATED  PROGRAMS. 

18  (a)  Statement  of  Purpose. — It  is  the  view  of  the 

19  Congress  that  there  is  now  a  broad  national  consensus  on  the 

20  importance  of  work  and  preparation  for  work  as  a  means  of 

21  avoiding  the  dependency  often  associated  with  poverty.  In 

22  recent  years,  the  States  have  undertaken  impressive  new  job 

23  search,  education,  training,  and  employment  programs  de- 

24  signed  to  help  welfare  recipients  achieve  financial  independ- 

25  ence.  Evaluations  of  these  programs  provide  some  reason  to 
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1  think  they  may  be  successful  in  moving  welfare  recipients 

2  into  the  workforce.  In  enacting  this  Act  the  Congress  is  at- 

3  tempting  to  help  the  States  pursue  these  programs  by  provid- 

4  ing  generous  new  resources  and  a  great  deal  of  flexibility  in 

5  designing  and  implementing  the  programs.  In  addition,  the 

6  Congress  is  granting  the  States  great  latitude  in  using  funds 

7  currently  addressed  to  meeting  the  needs  of  low-income  citi- 

8  zens  and  citizens  living  in  poverty.  But  the  Congress  also 

9  intends  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  from  this  new  invest- 

10  ment  of  public  funds  and  this  new  enrichment  of  Federal- 

11  State  relations.  In  recent  years  the  Congress  has  profited 

12  from  the  knowledge  produced  by  large-scale  evaluations;  it  is 

13  the  intent  of  the  Congress  to  pursue  the  strategy  of  careful 

14  evaluation  of  social  programs  in  order  to  improve  and  perfect 

15  the  legislation  upon  which  these  programs  are  based.  It  is  the 

16  purpose  of  this  section  to  carry  out  this  objective. 

17  (b)  Establishment  of  Interagency  Panel. — 

18  Within  3  months  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Secre- 

19  tary  of  Health  and  Human  Services  shall  convene  an  Inter- 

20  agency  Panel  consisting  of  representatives  from  the  Office  of 

21  Management  and  Budget,  the  Congressional  Budget  Office, 

22  the  Congressional  Research  Service,  and  the  General  Ac- 

23  counting  Office.  The  Panel  shall  meet  periodically  to  design, 

24  implement,  and  monitor  a  series  of  implementation  and  eval- 

25  uation  studies  to  assess  the  methods  and  effects  of  the  pro- 
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1  grams  initiated  under  this  Act.  Insofar  as  possible,  the  Panel 

2  shall  work  in  a  collegial  fashion;  but  if  consensus  cannot  be 

3  reached  among  Panel  members  on  particular  decisions  the 

4  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services  is  authorized  to 

5  make  all  final  decisions  about  program  design,  use  of  contrac- 

6  tors,  conduct  of  particular  studies,  and  any  other  matters 

7  which  may  come  before  the  Panel. 

8  (c)  Advisory  Board. — Within  6  months  after  the  en- 

9  actment  of  this  Act,  the  Interagency  Panel  shall  select  and 

10  appoint  an  advisory  board  of  not  more  than  12  members.  The 

11  advisory  board  shall  include  representatives  of  business, 

12  labor,  academia,  children's  groups,  State  government,  local 

13  government,  welfare  rights  organizations,  religious  organiza- 

14  tions,  and  community  self-help  organizations.  The  advisory 

15  board  shall  meet  at  least  twice  during  the  first  year  following 

16  its  formation  and  at  least  once  a  year  thereafter.  It  shall  be 

17  the  function  of  the  advisory  board  to  provide  the  Interagency 

18  Panel  with  advice  and  counsel  on  all  aspects  of  its  operation. 

19  (d)  Operation  of  Interagency  Panel. — (1)  The 

20  Interagency  Panel  shall  identify  the  significant  questions  to 

21  be  pursued  in  its  studies,  and  shall  also  adopt  an  overall 

22  design  that  maximizes  the  knowledge  gained  from  contrasts 

23  and  comparisons  between  the  individual  studies.  The  Panel 

24  shall  make  special  efforts  to  coordinate  with  the  States  and  to 
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1  use  control  groups  and  other  methods  of  scientific  evaluation 

2  whenever  possible. 

3  (2)  The  Panel  may  request  the  Secretary  of  Health  and 

4  Human  Services  to  supply  any  information,  in  the  possession 

5  of  or  available  to  the  Secretary,  which  may  be  of  assistance 

6  in  carrying  out  the  Panel's  functions  under  this  section,  and 

7  may  request  the  Secretary  to  obtain  any  such  information 

8  from  States  by  requiring  its  inclusion  in  any  of  the  State 

9  reports  provided  for  under  this  Act  or  otherwise  provided  for 

10  by  law.  To  the  maximum  extent  possible,  the  Secretary  shall 

11  comply  with  any  request  received  from  the  Panel  under  this 

12  subsection. 

13  (e)  Repokts. — The  Interagency  Panel  shall  report  to 

14  the  Congress  and  the  President  at  such  times  as  it  sees  fit  to 

15  do  so,  but  at  least  once  each  year,  during  the  5-year  period 

16  beginning  on  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act.  The  first 

17  such  report  shall  cover  the  implementation  of  the  programs 

18  under  this  Act  during  the  period  prior  to  the  submission  of 

19  that  report;  and  the  subsequent  reports  shall  include  an  over- 

20  view  of  each  study  the  Panel  it  has  conducted  or  authorized, 

21  an  overall  assessment  of  the  State  programs  initiated  under 

22  this  Act,  and  a  set  of  specific  recommendations  to  the  Con- 

23  gress  and  the  President  on  needed  changes  in  legislation,  reg- 

24  ulations,  and  program  administration  at  the  State  and  Fed- 

25  eral  levels.  The  final  report  shall  cover  the  first  four  years  of 
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1  program  implementation  and  shall  be  published  no  later  than 

2  five  years  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act. 

3  (f)  Authobization  of  Appeopeiations. — There  is 

4  authorized  to  be  appropriated  the  total  sum  of  $20,000,000 

5  to  enable  the  Panel  to  perform  its  functions  during  the  first 

6  five  years  of  its  existence. 

7  SEC.  805.  DEMONSTRATION  PROGRAM  OF  GRANTS  TO  PRO- 

8  VIDE   PERMANENT   HOUSING   FOR  FAMILIES 

9  THAT   WOULD    OTHERWISE    REQUIRE  EMER- 

10  GENCY  ASSISTANCE. 

11  (a)  Establishment  of  Peogeam. — Section  1115  of 

12  the  Social  Security  Act  (as  amended  by  the  preceding  provi- 

13  sions  of  this  Act)  is  further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 

14  thereof  the  following  new  subsection: 

15  "(c)(1)  In  order  to  ensure  that  States  which  incur  par- 

16  ticularly  high  costs  in  providing  emergency  assistance  for 

17  temporary  housing  to  homeless  FSP  families  may  have  an 

18  adequate  opportunity  to  test  whether  such  costs  could  be  ef- 

19  fectively  reduced  by  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  (with 

20  the  assistance  of  Federal  grants)  of  permanent  housing  that 

21  such  families  can  afford  with  their  regular  family  support  sup- 

22  plements,  there  is  hereby  established  a  demonstration  pro- 

23  gram  under  which  the  Secretary  shall  make  grants  to  those 

24  States,  selected  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2),  which  con- 
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1  duct  demonstration  projects  in  accordance  with  this  sub- 

2  section. 

3  "(2)(A)  Any  State  which  desires  to  participate  in  the 

4  demonstration  program  established  by  paragraph  (1)  may 

5  submit  an  application  therefor  to  the  Secretary. 

6  "(B)  To  be  eligible  for  selection  to  conduct  a  demonstra- 

7  tion  project  under  such  program,  a  State — 

8  "(i)  must  be  currently  providing  emergency  assist- 

9  ance  (as  defined  in  paragraph  (6)(A))  in  the  form  of 

10  housing,  including  transitional  housing; 

11  "(ii)  must  have  a  particularly  acute  need  for  as- 

12  sistance  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  homeless  FSP 

13  families  by  virtue  of  the  large  number  of  such  families, 

14  and  the  existence  of  shortages  in  the  supply  of  low- 

15  income  housing,  in  the  political  subdivision  or  subdivi- 

16  sions  where  such  project  would  be  conducted;  and 

17  "(iii)  must  submit  a  plan  to  achieve  significant 

18  cost  savings  over  a  10-year  period  through  the  conduct 

19  of  such  project  with  assistance  under  this  subsection. 

20  "(C)  The  Secretary  shall  select  up  to  3  States,  from 

21  among  those  which  submit  applications  under  subparagraph 

22  (A)  and  are  determined  to  be  eligible  under  subparagraph  (B), 

23  to  conduct  demonstration  projects  in  accordance  with  this 

24  subsection.  In  the  event  that  more  than  3  States  are  deter- 

25  mined  to  be  eligible,  the  3  States  selected  shall  be  those 
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1  whose  cost  savings  (as  described  in  clause  (iii)  of  subpara- 

2  graph  (B))  will  be  the  greatest. 

3  "(D)  Grants  for  each  demonstration  project  under  this 

4  subsection  shall  be  awarded  within  6  months  after  the  date  of 

5  the  appropriation  of  funds  (pursuant  to  paragraph  (8))  for  the 

6  purposes  prescribed  in  this  subsection. 

7  "(3)  For  each  year  during  which  a  State  is  conducting  a 

8  demonstration  project  under  this  subsection,  the  Secretary 

9  shall  make  a  grant  to  such  State,  in  an  amount  determined 

10  under  paragraph  (8)(B)),  for  the  construction  or  rehabilitation 

11  of  permanent  housing  to  serve  individuals  and  families  who

22  the  State  or  of  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State,  or  a 

23  nonprofit  organization; 
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1  "(B)  all  units  assisted  with  funds  from  the  pro- 

2  ceeds  of  the  grant  will  be  used  exclusively  for  rental  to 

3  families  which — 

4  "(i)  are  eligible,  at  the  time  of  the  rental,  for 

5  aid  under  the  State's  plan  approved  under  section 

6  402  (and  a  family  with  one  or  more  members  who 

7  meet  this  requirement  shall  not  be  deemed  ineligi- 

8  ble  because  one  or  more  other  members  receive 

9  benefits  under  title  XVI), 

10  "(ii)  have  been  unable  to  obtain  decent  hous- 

11  ing  at  rents  that  can  be  paid  with  the  portion  of 

12  such  aid  allocated  for  shelter,  and 

13  "(iii)  if  such  housing  were  not  available  to 

14  them,  would  be  compelled  to  live  in  a  shelter  for 

15  the  homeless  or  in  a  hotel  or  motel,  or  other  tem- 

16  porary  accommodations,  paid  for  with  emergency 

17  assistance,  or  would  be  homeless; 

18  "(C)  the  local  jurisdiction  in  which  such  housing 

19  will  be  located  is  experiencing  a  critical  shortage  of 

20  housing  units  that  are  available  to  families  eligible  for 

21  aid  under  the  State  plan  at  rents  that  can  be  paid  with 

22  the  portion  of  such  aid  allocated  for  shelter;  and 

23  "(D)  whenever  units  assisted  with  grants  under 

24  the  project  become  available  for  occupancy,  the  State 

25  will  discontinue  the  use  of  an  equivalent  number  of 
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1  units  of  the  most  costly  accommodations  it  has  been 

2  using  as  temporary  housing  paid  for  with  emergency 

3  assistance,  except  to  the  extent  that  such  accommoda- 

4  tions  are  demonstrably  needed — 

5  "(i)  in  addition  to  the  units  so  assisted,  to 

6  take  account  of  increases  in  the  caseload  under 

7  the  emergency  assistance  program,  or 

8  "(ii)  because,  due  to  the  condition  or  location 

9  of  such  accommodations,  or  other  factors,  discon- 

10  tinuing  the  use  of  such  units  would  not  be  in  the 

11  best  interests  of  needy  families,  provided  that  the 

12  State   discontinues   the   use   of   an  equivalent 

13  number  of  other  units  it  has  been  using  as  tempo- 

14  rary  housing  paid  for  with  emergency  assistance; 


15  and  only  if  the  State,  along  with  or  as  a  part  of  its  applica- 

16  tion,  includes  such  documentary  and  other  materials  as  may 

17  be  necessary  to  establish  its  eligibility  under  paragraph  (2)(B) 

18  and  such  provisions  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 

19  requirements  of  subparagraph  (D)  of  this  paragraph. 

20  "(5)(A)  The  average  cost  to  the  Federal  Government 

21  per  unit  of  housing  constructed  or  rehabilitated  with  a  grant 

22  under  a  project  under  this  subsection  shall  be  an  amount  no 

23  greater  than  the  calculated  yearly  payment  of  emergency  as- 

24  sistance  that  would  be  required  to  provide  housing  for  a 

25  family  in  a  shelter  for  the  homeless,  a  hotel  or  motel,  or  other 
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1  temporary  quarters  for  one  year,  in  the  jurisdiction  or  juris- 

2  dictions  where  the  project  is  located. 

3  "(B)  The  total  of  Federal  payments  to  a  State  under 

4  part  A  of  title  IV  over  the  10-year  period  beginning  at  the 

5  time  construction  or  rehabilitation  commences  under  the 

6  State's  project  under  this  subsection,  with  respect  to  the  fam- 

7  ilies  who  will  live  in  housing  assisted  by  a  grant  under  such 

8  project  (the  'total  grant  cost'  as  more  particularly  defined  in 

9  paragraph  (6)(C)),  must  be  lower  as  a  result  of  the  construc- 

10  tion  or  rehabilitation  of  permanent  housing  with  the  grant 

11  than  it  would  be  if  the  State  made  emergency  assistance  pay- 

12  ments  with  respect  to  the  families  involved  at  the  level  of  the 

13  standard  yearly  payment  (as  defined  in  paragraph  (6)(B)) 

14  during  such  10-year  period. 

15  "(C)  Any  grant  to  a  State  under  paragraph  (1)  shall  be 

16  made  only  on  condition  (i)  that  such  State  pay  a  percentage 

17  of  the  total  cost  of  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  the 

18  housing  involved  equal  at  least  to  the  percentage  of  the  cur- 

19  rent  non-Federal  share  of  family  support  supplements  under 

20  the  State's  plan  approved  under  section  402  (as  determined 

21  under  section  403(a)  or  1118),  increased  by  10  percentage 

22  points,  and  (ii)  that  such  State  not  require  any  of  its  political

3  "(6)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection — 

4  "(A)   the   term   'emergency   assistance'  means 

5  emergency  assistance  to  needy  families  with  children 

6  as  described  in  section  403(e),  and  regular  payments 

7  for  the  costs  of  temporary  housing  authorized  as  a  spe- 

8  cial  needs  item  under  the  State  plan; 

9  "(B)  the  term  'standard  yearly  payment',  with  re- 

10  spect  to  emergency  assistance  used  to  provide  housing 

11  for  a  family  in  a  shelter  for  the  homeless,  a  hotel  or 

12  motel,  or  other  temporary  quarters  during  any  year  in 

13  any  jurisdiction,  means  an  amount  equal  to  the  total 

14  amount  of  such  assistance  which  was  needed  to  provide 

15  all  housing  in  temporary  accommodations  in  that  juris- 

16  diction  (with  emergency  assistance),  in  the  most  recent- 

17  ly  completed  calendar  year,  at  the  75th  percentile  in 

18  the  range  of  all  payments  of  emergency  assistance  for 

19  temporary  accommodations,  based  on  the  State's  actual 

20  experience  with  emergency  assistance  in  such  jurisdic- 

21  tion;  and 

22  "(C)  the  term  'total  grant  cost',  with  respect  to 

23  housing  constructed  or  rehabilitated  under  a  demon- 

24  stration  project  under  this  subsection,  means  the  sum 

25  of  (i)  the  Federal  share  of  payments  attributable  to 
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1  such  housing  during  the  10-year  period  beginning  on 

2  the  date  on  which  its  construction  or  rehabilitation 

3  begins  (including  the  grant  provided  under  this  subsec- 

4  tion),  (ii)  the  Federal  share  of  payments  of  emergency 

5  assistance  for  temporary  housing  to  the  families  in- 

6  volved  during  such  construction  or  rehabilitation  (at  a 

7  level  equal  to  the  standard  yearly  payment),  and  (iii) 

8  the  Federal  share  of  regular  payments  of  family  sup- 

9  port  supplements  under  the  State  plan  to  such  families 

10  during  the  remainder  of  such  10-year  period. 

11  "(7)  Whenever  a  grant  is  made  to  a  State  under  this 

12  subsection,  the  assurances  required  of  the  State  under  sub- 

13  paragraphs  (A)  through  (D)  of  paragraph  (4)  and  any  other 

14  requirements  imposed  by  the  Secretary  as  a  condition  of  such 

15  grant  shall  be  considered,  for  purposes  of  section  404,  as  re-

18  "(8)(A)  There  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  grants 

19  under  this  subsection  the  sum  of  $15,000,000  for  each  of  the

21  "(B)(i)  The  amount  appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  pur- 

22  suant  to  subparagraph  (A)  shall  be  divided  among  the  States 

23  conducting  demonstration  projects  under  this  subsection  ac- 

24  cording  to  their  respective  need  for  assistance  of  the  type 
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1  involved  and  their  respective  numbers  of  homeless  FSP  fami- 

2  lies,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary. 

3  "(ii)  If  any  State  to  which  a  grant  is  made  under  this 

4  subparagraph  finds  that  it  does  not  require  the  full  amount  of 

5  such  grant  to  conduct  its  demonstration  project  under  this 

6  subsection  in  the  fiscal  year  involved,  the  unused  portion  of 

7  such  grant  shall  be  reallocated  to  the  other  States  conducting 

8  such  projects  in  amounts  based  on  their  respective  need  for 

9  assistance  of  the  type  involved,  as  determined  by  the 

10  Secretary. 

11  "(iii)  Amounts  appropriated  pursuant  to  subparagraph 

12  (A),  and  grants  made  from  such  amounts,  shall  remain  avail- 

13  able  until  expended. 

14  "(9)  The  Secretary  shall  prescribe  and  publish  regula- 

15  tions  to  implement  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  no  later 

16  than  6  months  after  the  date  of  its  enactment.". 

17  (b)  Effective  Date. — The  amendment  made  by  sub- 

18  section  (a)  shall  become  effective  October  1,  1987. 

19  SEC.  806.  CHILD  SUPPORT  DEMONSTRATION  PROJECT  IN  NEW 

20  YORK  STATE. 

21  (a)  In  General. — Upon  application  by  the  State  of 

22  New  York  and  approval  by  the  Secretary  of  Health  and

8  Project  assistance  that  is  provided  as  food  assist- 

9  ance  for  such  month. 

10  "(F)  The  State  shall  have  a  program  to  re- 

11  quire  participants  to  engage  in  employment  and 

12  training  activities  carried  out  under  laws  identical 

13  in  substance  to  chapter  434  of  the  1987  Washing- 

14  ton  Laws,  as  enacted  in  May  1987. 

15  "(G)  Food  assistance  shall  be  provided  under 

16  the  Project — 

17  "(i)  to  any  individual  who  is  accepted 

18  for  participation  in  the  Project,  not  later  than 

19  30  days  after  such  individual  applies  to  par- 

... 

20  ticipate  in  the  Project; 

21  "(ii)  to  any  participant  for  the  period 

22  that  begins  on  the  date  such  participant  ap- 

23  plies  to  participate  in  the  Project,  except 

24  that  the  amount  of  such  assistance  shall  be 

25  reduced  to  reflect  the  pro  rata  value  of  any 
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1  coupons  received  under  the  food  stamp  pro- 

2  gram  for  such  period  for  the  benefit  of  such 

3  participant;  and 

4  "(iii)  until— 

5  "(I)   the   participant's  assistance 

6  under  the  Project  is  terminated; 

7  "(II)  such  participant  is  informed 

8  of  such  termination  and  is  advised  of 

9  the  eligibility  requirements  for  participa- 

10  tion  in  the  food  stamp  program; 

11  "(ILL)  the  State  determines  wheth- 

12  er  such  participant  will  be  eligible,  after 

13  terminating  participation  in  the  Project, 

14  to  receive  coupons  as  a  member  of  a 

15  household  under  the  food  stamp  pro- 

16  gram;  and 

17  "(IV)    coupons    under    the  food 

18  stamp  program  are  received  by  such 

19  participant  if  such  participant  will  be  el- 

20  igible  to  receive  coupons  as  a  member 

21  of  a  household  under  the  food  stamp 

22  program. 

23  "(H)(i)  Paragraphs  (1)(B),  (8),  (10),  and  (19) 

24  of  section  11(e)  of  this  Act  shall  apply  with  re- 

25  spect  to  participants  in  the  Project  in  the  same 
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1  manner  as  such  paragraphs  apply  with  respect  to 

2  participants  in  the  food  stamp  program. 

3  "(ii)  Each  individual  who  contacts  the  State 

4  in  person  during  office  hours  to  make  what  may 

5  reasonably  be  interpreted  as  an  oral  or  written  re- 

6  quest  to  participate  in  the  Project  shall  receive 

7  and  shall  be  permitted  to  file,  on  the  same  day 

8  that  such  contact  is  first  made,  an  application 

9  form  to  participate  in  the  Project. 

10  "(iii)  The  Project  shall  provide  for  telephone 

11  contact  by,  mail  delivery  of  forms  to  and  mail 

12  return  of  forms  by,  and  subsequent  home  or  tele- 

13  phone  interview  with,  elderly  persons,  physically 

14  or  mentally  handicapped  persons,  and  persons  oth- 

15  erwise  unable,  solely  because  of  transportation  dif- 

16  ficulties   and   similar   hardships,   to   appear  in 

17  person. 

18  "(iv)  An  individual  who  applies  to  participate 

19  in  the  Project  may  be  represented  by  another 

20  person  in  the  review  process  if  the  other  person 

21  has  been  clearly  designated  as  the  representative 

22  of  such  individual  for  that  purpose,  by  such  indi- 

23  vidual  or  the  spouse  of  such  individual,  and,  in  the 

24  case  of  the  application  review  process,  the  repre- 

25  sentative  is  an  adult  who  is  sufficiently  aware  of 
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1  relevant  circumstances,   except  that  the  State 

2  may — 

3  "(I)  restrict  the  number  of  individuals 

4  who  may  be  represented  by  such  person;  and 

5  "(II)  otherwise  establish  criteria  and 

6  verification    standards    for  representation 

7  under  this  clause. 

8  "(v)  The  State  shall  provide  a  method  for  re- 

9  viewing  applications  to  participate  in  the  Project 

10  submitted  by,  and  distributing  food  assistance 

11  under  the  Project  to,  individuals  who  do  not 

12  reside  in  permanent  dwellings  or  who  have  no 

13  fixed  mailing  address.  In  carrying  out  the  preced- 

14  ing  sentence,  the  State  shall  take  such  steps  as 

15  are  necessary  to  ensure  that  participation  in  the 

16  Project  is  limited  to  eligible  individuals. 

17  "(3)  An  assurance  that  the  State  will  allow  any 

18  individual  to  apply  to  participate  in  the  food  stamp  pro- 

19  gram  without  applying  to  participate  in  the  Project. 

20  "(4)  An  assurance  that  the  cost  of  food  assistance 

21  provided  under  the  Project  will  not  be  such  that  the 

22  aggregate  amount  of  payments  made  under  this  section 

23  by  the  Secretary  to  the  State  (including  the  cash  value 

24  of  coupons  provided  to  the  State  for  distribution  under 
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1  the  Project)  over  the  period  of  the  Project  will  exceed 

2  the  sum  of — 

3  "(A)  the  anticipated  aggregate  value  of  the 

4  coupons  that  would  have  been  distributed  under 

5  the  food  stamp  program  if  the  individuals  who 

6  participate  in  the  Project  had  participated  instead 

7  in  the  food  stamp  program;  and 

8  "(B)  the  portion  of  the  administrative  costs 

9  for  which  the  State  would  have  received  reim- 

10  bursement  under — 

11  "(i)  subsections  (a)  and  (g)  of  section  16 

12  of  this  Act  (without  regard  to  the  first  provi- 

13  so  to  such  subsection  (g))  if  the  individuals 

14  who  participated  in  the  Project  had  partici- 

15  pated  instead  in  the  food  stamp  program;  and 

16  "(ii)  section  16(h)  of  this  Act  if  the  indi- 

17  viduals  who  participated  in  the  Project  had 

18  participated  in  an  employment  and  training 

19  program  under  section  6(d)(4)  of  this  Act; 

20  except  that  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  construed  to 

21  prevent  the  State  from  claiming  payments  for  addition- 

22  al  households  that  would  qualify  for  benefits  under  the 

23  food  stamp  program  in  the  absence  of  food  assistance 

24  provided  under  the  Project  as  a  result  of  any  change  in 

25  an  economic,  demographic,  and  other  condition  in  the 
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1  State  or  a  subsequent  change  in  a  benefit  level  ap- 

2  proved  by  the  State  legislature.  For  purposes  of  this 

3  paragraph,  the  value  of  the  coupons  that  would  have 

4  been  distributed  under  the  food  stamp  program  if  the 

5  individuals  who  participate  in  the  Project  had  partici- 

6  pated  instead  in  the  food  stamp  program  shall  be  deter- 

7  mined  without  regard  to  individuals  who  are  not  par- 

8  ticipating  in  the  Project. 

9  "(5)  An  assurance  that  the  State  will  continue  to 

10  carry  out  the  food  stamp  program  while  the  State  car- 

11  ries  out  the  Project. 

12  "(6)  If  there  is  a  change  in  existing  State  law 

13  that  would  eliminate  guaranteed  benefits  or  reduce  the 

14  rights  of  applicants  or  participants  under  this  section 

15  during,  or  as  a  result  of  participation  in,  the  Project, 

16  the  Project  shall  be  terminated. 

17  "(7)  An  assurance  that  the  Project  shall  include 

18  procedures  and  due  process  guarantees  no  less  benefi- 

19  cial  than  those  that  are  available  under  Federal  law 

20  and  under  State  law  to  participants  in  the  food  stamp 

2 1  program. 

22  "(8)(A)  An  assurance  that,  except  as  provided  in 

23  subparagraph  (B),  the  State  will  carry  out  the  Project 

24  during  a  5-year  period  beginning  on  the  date  the  first 

25  individual  is  approved  for  participation  in  the  Project. 
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1  "(B)  The  Project  may  be  terminated  180  days 

2  after— 

3  "(i)  the  State  gives  notice  to  the  Secretary 

4  and  to  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Serv- 

5  ices  that  it  intends  to  terminate  the  Project;  or 

6  "(ii)  the  Secretary,  after  notice  and  an  op- 

7  portunity  for  a  hearing,  determines  that  the  State 

8  materially  failed  to  comply  with  this  section. 

9  "(c)  If  an  application  submitted  under  subsection  (a)  by 

10  the  State  complies  with  the  requirements  specified  in  subsec- 

11  tion  (b),  then  the  Secretary  shall — 

12  "(1)  approve  such  application;  and 

13  "(2)  from  funds  appropriated  under  this  Act,  pay 

14  the  State  for — 

15  "(A)  the  actual  cost  of  the  food  assistance 

16  provided  under  the  Project;  and 

17  "(B)  the  percentage  of  the  administrative 

18  costs  incurred  by  the  State  to  provide  food  assist- 

19  ance  under  the  Project  that  is  equal  to  the  per- 

20  centage  of  the  State's  aggregate  administrative 

21  costs  incurred  in  operating  the  food  stamp  pro- 

22  gram  in  the  most  recent  fiscal  year  for  which  data 

23  are  available  that  was  paid  under  subsections  (a), 

24  (g),  and  (h)  of  section  16  of  this  Act; 
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1  except  that  the  Secretary  may  not  approve  more  than  10 

2  applications  submitted  under  subsection  (a). 

3  "(d)(1)  Unless  and  until  an  application  to  participate  in 

4  the  Project  is  approved,  and  food  assistance  under  the 

5  Project  is  made  available  to  the  applicant — 

6  "(A)  such  application  shall  also  be  treated  as  an 

7  application  to  participate  in  the  food  stamp  program; 

8  and 

9  "(B)  section  11(e)(9)  shall  apply  with  respect  to 

10  such  application. 

11  "(2)  Coupons  provided  under  the  food  stamp  program 

12  with  respect  to  an  individual  who — 

13  "(A)  is  participating  in  such  program;  and 

14  "(B)  applies  to  participate  in  the  Project; 

15  may  not  be  reduced  or  terminated  because  such  individual 

16  applies  to  participate  in  the  Project. 

17  "(3)  For  purposes  of  the  food  stamp  program,  individ- 

18  uals  who  participate  in  the  Project  shall  not  be  considered  to 

19  be  members  of  a  household  during  the  period  of  such  partici- 

20  pation. 

21  "(e)  The  Secretary  shall  waive  (with  respect  to  the 

22  Project)  compliance  with  any  requirement  contained  in  the 

23  Food  Stamp  Act  of  1977  (other  than  this  section)  that,  if 

24  applied,  would  prevent  the  State  from  carrying  out  the 

25  Project  or  effectively  achieving  its  purpose. 
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1  "(f)  For  purposes  of  any  other  Federal,  State,  or  local 

2  law — 

3  "(1)  food  assistance  provided  under  the  Project 

4  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  coupons  provid- 

5  ed  under  the  food  stamp  program  are  treated;  and 

6  "(2)  participants   who  receive  food  assistance 

7  under  the  Project  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner 

8  as  recipients  of  coupons  under  the  food  stamp  program 

9  are  treated. 

10  "(g)  The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States 

11  shall— 

12  "(1)  conduct  periodic  audits  of  the  operation  of 

13  the  Project  to  determine  the  amounts  payable  to  the 

14  State  from  time  to  time  under  subsection  (b)(4);  and 

15  "(2)  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the 

16  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  the  Commit- 

17  tee  on  Agriculture  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

18  and  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Nutrition,  and  For- 

19  estry  of  the  Senate  a  report  describing  the  results  of 

20  each  such  audit. 

21  "(h)  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  'State'  means 

22  any  of  the  fifty  States,  except  that  such  term  does  not  include 

23  the  State  of  Washington. 

24  "(i)  With  funds  appropriated  under  section  18(a)(1),  the 

25  Secretary  shall  conduct,  in  consultation  with  the  Secretary  of 
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1  Health  and  Human  Services,  an  evaluation  of  the  projects 

2  carried  out  under  this  section.". 

3  (b)  Technical  Amendment. — Section  3(m)  of  the 

4  Food  Stamp  Act  of  1977  (7  U.S.C.  2012(m))  is  amended  by 

5  striking  out  "  'State'  "  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "Except 

6  as  provided  in  section  22(h),  'State'  ". 

7  SEC.  1018.  ISSUANCE  OF  RULES. 

8  Not  later  than  January  1,  1988,  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 

9  culture  shall  issue  rules  to  carry  out  the  amendments  made 

10  by  this  title,  other  than  the  amendments  made  by  sections 

11  1016  and  1017. 

12  SEC.  1019.  SEVERABILITY. 

13  If  any  provision  of  this  title  or  of  an  amendment  made 

14  by  this  title,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  any 

15  person  or  circumstance,  is  held  to  be  invalid,  the  remainder  of 

16  this  title  and  of  the  amendments  made  by  this  title,  and  the 

17  application  of  such  provision  to  other  persons  or  circum- 

18  stances,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

19  SEC.   1020.   EFFECTIVE   DATES;   APPLICATION   OF  AMEND-

21  (a)  General  Effective  Dates. — (1)  This  section 

22  and  section  1019  shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  the  enact-

11  (3)  the  amendments  made  by  sections  1016  and

15  cation  period  beginning  before  the  effective  date  of  such

17  (d)  Contingency. — (1)  This  title  (other  than  this  sec- 

18  tion  and  section  1019)  and  the  amendments  made  by  this  title 

19  shall  take  effect  only  if  the  aggregate  reduction  in  the  Feder- 

20  al  deficits  in  fiscal  years  1988,  1989,  and  1990,  as  deter- 

21  mined  by  the  Director  of  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  in 

22  accordance  with  paragraph  (2),  exceeds  the  aggregate  reduc- 

23  tion  in  the  Federal  deficits  for  such  fiscal  years  required  to  be 

24  achieved  under  the  budget  reduction  instructions  contained  in 

25  section  4  of  the  concurrent  resolution  on  the  budget  for  fiscal 
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1  year  1988  (H.  Con.  Res.  93),  as  adopted  by  the  100th  Con- 

2  gress,  by  an  amount  not  less  than  the  aggregate  cost  of  car- 

3  rying  out  the  amendments  made  by  this  title  for  such  fiscal 

4  years. 

5  (2)  The  determination  described  in  paragraph  (1)  shall 

6  be  made  by  the  Director  of  the  Congressional  Budget  Office 

7  by  comparing  the  aggregate  reductions  in  the  Federal  deficits 

8  for  fiscal  years  1988,  1989,  and  1990  achieved  under  the 

9  reconciliation  legislation,  as  adopted  by  Congress  pursuant  to 

10  the  deficit  reduction  instructions  in  section  4  of  the  concur- 

11  rent  resolution  on  the  budget  for  fiscal  year  1988  (H.  Con. 

12  Res.  93)  against  the  baseline  estimates  of  the  Federal  deficits 

13  for  such  fiscal  years  issued  by  the  Congressional  Budget 

14  Office  in  February  1987.
